Senator from Massachusetts to address Nobles 


on “Where Do We Stand” 


NE of the nation’s outstanding leaders 

today and a prominent figure in our 
national capitol, Honorable Leverett 
Saltonstall, United States’ Senator from 
Massachusetts, has accepted the invitation 
of Acting Potentate Frank B. Ells to be the 
guest speaker at the coming Fall Luncheon 
of Aleppo Temple to be held in the Im- 
perial Ballreom of the Statler Hotel, Bos- 
ton, Friday, October 15, at 12:30 p.m. 

A Noble of Aleppo Temple, Senator 
Saltonstall is taking the time to come from 
his busy Washington office and bring to 
his fellow Shriners in Massachusetts, a 
stirring message on “Where Do We 
Stand?” 

A graduate of Harvard College in 1914 
and Harvard Law School in 1917, the 
Senator served as Assistant District At- 
torney of Middlesex County for 1921 and 
1922. His long career in public office in 
our Commonwealth began in 1923 when he 
served as a Representative in the State 
Legislature, an office he held for fifteen 
years, the last eight of which he served as 
Speaker, a Bay State record, unexcelled. 

Senator Saltonstall has held many city 
and state offices in the past 25 years, serv- 
ing as Governor of the Commonwealth for 
three consecutive two-year terms, from 

1939 through 1944. His administration as 
Governor was noted for efficiency and 
economy and was high-lighted by the all- 
out participation of Massachusetts in the 
war effort. In his final year on Beacon Hill 
he set in motion an extensive program for 
post-war reconversion. 

On his inauguration as Governor in 1940 
he was faced with the highest debt in the 
history of our Commonwealth and on leav- 
ing office at the end of 1944 he left the 
Commonwealth with its lowest debt in the 
present century, 

Senator Saltonstall was elected to the 
United States Senate from Massachusetts 
in November, 1944, carrying the state by 
the largest majority ever given a candidate 
for a state-wide office. He was elected to 
fill the unexpired term of Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Jr., resigned, in January, 1944.

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SHOULD YOU REMOVE YOUR FEZ? 


HE question of removing the fez dur- 

ing certain parts of the ceremonies in a 
Shrine Temple, as well as during public 
parades and programs, is one that has 
bothered many Nobles in the past. 

The following explanations are reprinted 
from a copy of instructions recently re- 
ceived from the Imperial Recorder’s office. 

Salute to the Flag. A Noble who is wear- 
ing his Fez will execute a right-hand salute 
when the Colors are within six paces of 
him; he will not remove his Fez. After the 
Colors have passed he should drop his 
right hand. In case the same Colors pass 
the same point again, as frequently hap- 
pens in a Ceremonial procession or in dis- 
play drills, the Colors need not be saluted 
a second time. The same rule applies to 
street parades. 

Salute. The Military Salute is used 
when reciting the Pledge of Allegiance and 
during the playing or singing of the Na- 
tional Anthem. 

Pledge of Allegiance. “I pledge alle- 
giance to the Flag of the United States of 
America, and to the Republic for which it 
stands, one Nation, indivisible, with Lib- 
erty and Justice for all.” The Temples 
located in Canada and Mexico use the 
accepted Pledges of their respective 
countries. 

Prayer. During the offering of a prayer 
the Fez should be removed and held in the 
right hand over the heart.

So, 
it seems to me, it behooves all of us, as 
good Nobles, to do everything in our power 
to break down this ‘‘fear resistance” which 
lurks in the minds of so many prominent 
Masons who want to be Shriners but are 
“afraid” of the initiation. 

In the first place, no work in the second 
section is given to anyone who makes a 
special request in which he asks to be re- 
lieved of this portion of the ritual. If any 
candidate sincerely wishes to be excused 
from this work, his request is respected. 
Older men especially are excused. 

By following this method, we feel we 
have done much to spread the word to 
eligible Masons that they need have no 
“fear” of what might happen to them at 
Shrine initiations. I wish you would help 
us pass the good word along to those who 
are desirious of joining with us, but have 
hesitated because of this one reason. 

Anyway, let’s all stop trying to throw a 
scare into prospective candidates. Instead, 
remind them that, over the years, a million 
men have crossed the hot sands without 
dificulty, and have lived to enjoy the un- 
equalled fellowship which exists in our 
great and beloved order.
